AUTO ACCIDENT 
REPORT 1S GIVEN 


In a report compiled and issued 
by the Citizens’ Safety association 
Monday, fatalities and injuries from 
automobiles, street cars, motorcycles 
and other conveyances coming un- 
der the category of “traffic” car- 
riers, are presented in detall show- 
ing those directly attributable to 
carelessnéss or defects in Atlan- 
ta’s existing traffic laws and their 
enforcement. 

There is shown no evidence of a 
trend toward better traffic condi- 
tions. During the monthof August, 
three persons were killed as the 
result of automobile accidents. The 
hext largest death tolls were in 
January and July, 1921, a total of 
two fatal crashes being recorded 
in each of these periods. 

In September only one death re- 
sulted while returns from October 
are not yet available. In Ottober, 


however, there are known to have 
béen at least three deaths due to 
@utomobile accidents. 


33 Are Injured, 


In September, the number injured 
by automobiles exceeded, with the 
of any corresponding period of the 
one exception of April, the number 
year. A total of 38 were injured 
during September, many of whom 
lay for weeks between life and 
death. 

By far the greatest tolls, both in 
fatal 
list, are due to automobile traffic. 
During the year 1921 only one death 
was caused by streét cars, while 23 


motorcyéles or bicycles, but 21 were 
injured. 

Of miscellaneous injuries, 14 are 
recorded, no deaths 
met. 

‘rom January to Setpember, auto- 
mobile accidents monthly are here 
given in detail: :

Twelve Are Killed.

Of this 234, many have 
been permanently maimed, others 
rendered disabled for months and 
etill others narrowly escaping with 
their lives. Many, on the other hand, 
received only minor injtaries. 

The data concerning actual deaths 
are on record: those injuries above 
noted have been reported to the po- 
lice department. It is undoubtedly 
true that numerous accidents have 
occurred where no official report 
has been made. 

The total death toll for the nine- 
month period is 13. This is sub- 
divided as follows: Automobiles, 
12; street cars, 1. 

Injuries from accidents are re- 
corded as follows: Automobile, 
234; street cars, 23; motorcycles and 
bicycles, 21; miscellaneous, 14; this 
making the total) number of in- 
jured at 292.

Federal Jurors 
Doubt the Story 
Of Squirrel Hunt 


A federal jury Monday morning 
couldn’t believe the story of three 
mountaineers from Gilmer county, 
who claimed that they were only 
hunting squirrels when they were 
arrested last November near a big 
copper still, and each was fined 
$100 by Judge 8. H. Sibley for vio- 
lation of the prohibition law. 

Prohibition agents described how 
they came upon the men in an aban- 
doned cabin on top of a mountain 
near the line between Gilmer and 
Fannin counties. Each man had a 
gun, it was stated. fn the hut was 
a big barrel of apple brandy. Agents 
demlared that it was the finest 
brandy ever officially sampled by 
them. 

It was testified that a well-beat- 
en path led from che cabin to a 60- 
galion still about 300 yards away. 
Another path led from the houSe to 
an apple orchard, wnere a cider mill 
had been in operation. A third 
path led directly from the cider 
press to the still. Apple pumice 
found at the cider mill was the same 
as pumice found at the still. 

The defendants testified that they 
lived about six miles from the cab- 
in, and that they had walked to tne 
cabin before daybieak to start on a 
squirrel hunt just before sunrise. 
In answer to a question they ad- 
mitted that they did not have a dog. 

Judge Sibley questioned them as 
to their method ot hunting-without 
a dog. They replied that they just’ 
stood around under a big hickory 
tree until a squirrel appeared to 
gather nuts. 

. The trio testiffed that they had 
noticed the barrel in the mountain 
shanty, but had not examined it to 
determine its contents. The jury, 
apparently at a loss to understand 
why three grown men should walk 
six miles before daybreak to hunt 
squirrels, reached a verdict of guilty 
after very brief deliberation. 


REWARD FOR NEGRO 
WHO SHOT CONDUCTOR 


For information leading to the ar- 
rest and conviction of the negro who 
shot and possidly fatally wounded 
G. O. Phillips, street car conductor, 
Saturday evening, after the conduc- 
tor had forced him to exchange his 
seat near the front of the car for 
one in the rear with other negroes, 
in order that white women might 
be given a seat, a reward of $200 is 
offered by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company. A purse to be 
added to this reward is being made 
up by employes of the power com- 
pany. 

The initial difficulty with the ne- 
gro occurred when two white wom- 
en entered the Piedmontcar at Five 
Points at about noon. The negro 
demurred when asked for the seat, 
and became surly when the conduc- 
tor forced him to take another in 
the rear. As the negro left the car 
a block farther on, he turned to the 
conductor and muttered: “I'll get you 
for this,"*-Mr. Phillips said. 

_The negro shot the conductor four 
times from the curb directly in front 
of the Piedmont Driving club, at 
about dark the same day, when the 
decor was opened to admit passen- 
gers, and made his escape. The 
conductor recognized the black be- 
fore he fell to the platform with two 
bullets in his abaomen, one in his 
right shoulder, and his right arm 
shattered above the elboy by a bul-

WILL ADVERTISE 
TO PREVENT SALE 
OF BARRED STOCK 


That some Georgia newspapers 
are still accepting advertising from 
unlicensed issuers of securities, was 
brought to the attention of Chief 
Examiner T. B. Conner Monday 
morning when he received a copy of 
a two-page advertisement in a daily 
Georgia newspaper offering for sale 
shares in the Oyster Growers’ Co- 
Operative Association of Apalachi- 
cola, Fla. The securities commis- 
sion Tmmediately authorized the 
publication of display advertise- 
ments in a number of Georgia daily 
newspapers, warning all prospective 
purchasers against investing in fhis 
concern. The securities commis- 
sion has found that a great deal 
of good can be accomplished 
through this sort of publicity. 

However, the commission does not 
intend to stop merely with warnings 
in these cases. A vigorous effort 
will be made to prosecute .to con- 
viction every one implicated in the 
violation of the law, whether he 1s 
offering his wares through news- 
paper advertising or through paid 
agents. Recently one agent was 
convicted in the clty criminal court 
and given the limit of the law, $500 
or 12 months in the chaingang. This 
was Charles Dalrymple, wno sold 
stock for the Regtonal Press, Inc.’ 
two officers of which are: under 
indictment of the Fulton cewunty 
grand jury. Their case will be 
called at an early date. Dalrymple 
has appealed from tne decision of 
Judge Calhoun’s court to the court 
of appeals. 

Forms for the qualification 
dealers in bonds and other Class 
“C” securities and in real estate 
mortgage notes and bonds will be 
mailed out by Chief Examiner Con- 
ner this week. This will give all 
parties concerned full information 
as to just what is required of them. 
Bond dealers generally have fa- 
miliarized themselves with the law, 
Mr. Conner said, but it is possible 
that a good many of the dealers in 
real estate notes and ponds are not 
vet acquainted with the fact that 
lla such securities, where the mort- 
cage itrelf is not transferred to 
the purchaser with the note or bond, 
require a license.

L. Fain, of the J. J. Barnes- 
Fain company, stated that Atlanta 
can enl~p expect a supply of two 
weeks of produce, on account of the 
rerishable nature of produce. 

Plenty of Groceries, 

W. A. Albright, of the Oglesby 
Grocery company, said that. there 
are enough groceries in Atlanta to 
supply the people here for 30 to 
50 days. J. E. Raley, of J. E. Raley 
& Bros., who presided over the 
meeting, said that there are 50 
wholesale grocery  establishmentre 
within a 50-mile radius of here. 

On one question only was the re- 
Port pessimistic, and that related 
to feed supplies, fur the sustenance 
of animals. It was pointed out by 
Mr. Brooks that there is less than 
a 30-day supply of feed here, and 
that local mills have closed down 
and: that Atlanta has been getting 
feed from Mississippi. The poor 
grain market here, it was pointed 
out, had prevented wholesalers from 
risking laying in a large supply. As 
for butter, it was pointed out that 
there are very few dairies in Geor- 
gia and they are small. 

As for salt, Mr. White stated that 
there is a 60 to 90-day supply and 
possibly .more, for the reason that 
dealers have stocked their stores 
with it, in preparation for the fall. 

Altogether the meeting was op- 
timistic and the food committee is 
fully organized and ready to meet 
the strike if it comes. 

Volunteer Cervice. 

At a meeting of the committee on 
registration for volunteer railroad 
service in case of the materializa- 
tion of the threatened strike, full 
agreement was reached among the 
members, who are mainly the heads 
of railroads entering and leaving 
Atlanta, and W. E. Hixon, chair- 
man. 

Approximately 250 persons had 
signed at Mr. Hixon’s office Monday 
night for volunteer railroad service 
and a thousand volunteers are ex- 
Pected to register before October 
20. Out of the 250 egistered, 100 
were out-of-town men. Mr. Hixon 
received about 100 letters Monday 
from towns contiguous to Atlanta 
offering emergency railroad service. 

The railroad executives asserted 
that Atlanta can expect a train go- 
ing Out and coming in each day on 
each road, whether by the volun- 
teers of the local emergency board 
or the men the railroad executives 
themselves can obtain. Their depots 
here have been offered to the emer- 
gency board for use as store houses 
or for any other means. 

A new addition to the committee 
is F. M. Woodall, superintendent of 
the Atlanta terminals. 


BLAME MINE WAR 
ON CORPORATIONS 


, Washington, October 24-—The 
United Mine Workers of America 
will endeavor to prove before a sen- 
ate investigating committee that re- 
sponsibility for the West Virginia 
mine war rests with the United 
States Steel corporation and the 
banking house of J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Frank P. Walsh, attorney for the 
union, made the charge Monday, 
with others, and said it could he 
proved by the testimony of credita- 
ble witnesses. 

“We shall prove that what has 
been going on in West Virginia has 
been part of a definite purpose 
formed by the United States Steel 
corporation and backed by the bank- 
ing house of J. P. Morgan & Co., to 
check the gains that labor made dur- 
ing the war,” said Walsh. 

“Before the war three-fourths of 
our common laborers were not mak- 
ing wages sufficient to feed their 
families,.to permit them to live de- 
cently. They and their families 
were dependent half of- the time on 
charity. A large pumber of them 
succeeded dufing the war in attain- 
ing a living wage, which the Steel 
corporation and its allied interests 
-_" now seeking to wring from
